I submit  for  your  consideration  my  Sanitary 
Inspectors  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1955. 


WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  is  obtained  from  two 
sources,  approximately  34f^  from  the  three  springs  at  the  junction  of 
the  Cynnant  Fawr  and  Cynnant  Bach  rivers,  tributaries  of  the  River  Bran 
and  66f*  from  the  Tonn  Borehole  . 

The  water  from  Cynnant  is  delivered  through  a cast  iron  trunk  main 

of  original  diameter  of  3a  . This  delivery  is  being  steadily  reduced 
by  corrosive  incrustration  of  the  trunk  main,  a reduction  of  7000  gallons 
per  day  has  been  brought  about  by  forming  a back  pressure  in  the 
Cynnant  Main  to  build  up  the  necessary  pressure  to  provide  a satisfactory 
supply  lo  the  Cynghordy  Housing’ Site  of  the  Llandilo  Rural  District  _ ,, 
Council,  A number  pf  leaks  have  developed  on  this  main  due  to  this 'back 
pressure  and  the  thin  spots  of  the  casting  ofithe  trunk  main  brought 
about  by  corrosion  and  successive  scrapings. 

The  delivery  to  the  service  reservoir  in  Llandovery  through  the  Cynnant 
Trunk  main  is  further  reduced  by  supplying  water  to  50  dwellings  and 
8 farms  en  route  in  the  area  of  the  Llandilo  Rural  District  Council. 

The  Tonn  Borehole  has  been  constructed  in  the  gravel  subsoil  of  the 
Tonn  Farm  area.  This  source  has  supplied  water  to  the  Borough  Supply 
since  January  1952. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  to  make  the  scheme  a permanent  scheme  with  duplicate 
submersible  pumps  and  new  equipment  for  chlorination  and  the  treatment 
of  the  water  for  the  required  p,Il,  value. 


Treatment  of  Supply . 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  means  of  a drip  feed  of  a solution  of  Chloros 
and  water  into  the  service  reservoir. 

The  acidic  and  corrosive  property  of  the  water  is  treated  by  means  of  a 
drip  feed  of  a solution  of  Sodium  Carbonate  and  Sodium  Silicate  into  the 
service  reservoir. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  a chlorine  gas  plant  and  a lime  saturation 
plant  at  the  head  of  the  Tonn  Borehole  which  will  provide  a more 
uniform  and  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  supply. 

The  supply . 

The  quality  is  satisfactory,  but  a, hardness  of  2°  to  3°  would  provide 
added  protection  to  the  water  fittings  in  the' Borough. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  when  the  Tonn  Borehole  is  fully  operative 
with  a standby  pumping  unit  in  a second  borehole,-  will  be  enough  for 
the  future  need  of  the  Borough  of  Llandovery.

CLOSET  CONVERSION  SCHEME. 


Two  years  have  elapsed  sinve  tenders  were  received  fnr  the  carrying  out 
of  a comprehensive  scheme  for  the  connection  of  existing  sewage 
disposal  schemes  to  the  Main  Sewer. 

It  appears  that  two  more  years  will  elapse  before  the  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  will  be  ready  for  the  first  connection  for 
foul  drainage. 

The  tenders  received  will  be  subject  to  increase  rates  of  wages  and 
materials.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnnent 
will  agree  to  the  readvertising  of  the  Closet  Conversion  Scheme  and 
will  also  agree  to  the  influencing  of  the  Contractor  for  the  scheme  to 
agree  to  the  readvertising  of  thisoaoheme . 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING . 

Household  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  and  deposited  in  the  area  of 
Llandilo  Rural  District.  Planned  control  tipping  is  difficult  as  the 
land  is  not  owned  by  the  Council. 

Paper  and  cardboard  salvage  is  not  collected  as  the  Council  were  left 
with  a quantity  of  baled  paper  and  cardboard  which  they  could  not  sell. 
The  refuse  is  collected  with  a Karrier  Bantom  Refuse  collecting  motor 
vehicle.  The  sweeping  of  Borough  roads  are  carried  out  by  Borough 
Council  employees  and  the  County  roads  by  Borough  employees  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council.

I am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  apart 
from  a small  outbreak  of  Measles,  health  in  the  Borough  remained 
good  during  the  year. 

There  was  an  increase  of  ten  in  the  general 
population  in  spite  of  a drop  in  the  birth  rate  and  a slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths. 


'There  has  been  an  increase,  of  83  since  the 
1951  census' -"at  that  time  13f  of  the  population  were  over  65  years  j 
of  age  .

Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious  Disease  (other  than  Tuber- culo sis) 

A small  outbreak  of  Measles  occured  in  the  district  in  the  last  two 
months . of  the  year,  8 cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough.  No  other 
infectious  disease  were  notified,  but  there  was  a small  outbreak  of 
Poliomyelitis  in. an  adjoining  district.  The  first  case  was  a very  acute 
polio-encephalitis  of  very  short  duration.  He  was  extremely  ill  on 
admi£sion~ toLlandovery  Hospital  and  died  shortly  afterwards.  When  the 
nature  of  his  infection  was  proved,  the  Hospital  was  closed  ana  the 
necessary  precautions  were  taken  and  contacts  were  kept  under  observation 
No  other  cases  occured  in  the  Borough.

DIPHTHERIA  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION . 


For  another  year  again  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that 
there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  - nor  Whooping  Cough. 

Combined  inoculations  against  these  two  diseases  were  started  at 
the  Inf  ant  Y/e  If  are  Centre  during  the  year.

The  full  course  of  three  injections  can  be  obtained  from  the 
Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  held  on  alternates 
Tuesday  afternoons  at  the  Institute
